Utah firing squad executes Gilmore 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah (AP) 
— Gary Mark Gilmore, the killer who 
demanded death and twice attempted sui­ 
cide in prison, was executed by a Utah 
firing squad today minutes after a federal 
appeals court lifted a stay granted during 
the night. 
The 36-year-old Gilmore was the first 
person to be executed in the United States in 
nearly 10 years. His lengthy fight to be 
executed drew worldwide attention. 
Gilmore, sentenced for the shooting death 
of a Provo, Utah, motel clerk, was dressed 


in white and wearing an overcoat as he was 
taken from Utah State prison in a van to the 
execution site. 
A spokesman for the prison dictated a 
short message to newsmen moments after 
the appeals court ruled at 7:35 a.m. MST. 
He said: “The order of the 4th District Cost 
has been carried out.” 
"Gary 
Mark Gilmore is dead,” the 
spokesman said 
Robert L. Moody, one of Gilmore’s two 
attorneys, said Gilmore was seated in a 
chair when he met death, denied his request 


to stand and face his executioners. The 
execution took place at 8:06 a.m. MST. 
Vern DAmico, Gilmore’s uncle, said: "I 
would like to say at this time. Gary, my 
nephew, died like he wanted to die, in 
dignity. He got his wish to die. He died in 
dignity. That’s all I have to say.” 
Gilmore’s other lawyer, Ronald Stanger, 
said through tears that he spent the night 
with Gilmore. ‘‘He was even trying to teach 
us some western songs,” Stanger said of 
Gilmore. “He made the statement that he 
had received a gift That gift was he knew 
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when he was going to die and he was indeed 
fortunate. In the wee hours of the morning, 
he expressed thanks and some sorrow He 
was a good man He expressed love for 
children.” 
Lawrence Schiller said the first indication 
that Gilmore was to be executed after the 
various legal maneuverings was when 4th 
District Court Judge J. Robert Bullock 
changed his order from sunrise to anytime 
during the day. When Schiller got to the 
execution 
site, 
Gilmore 
was 
already 
strapped into the chair with nylon straps 
Nearby were about 20 other people. Gilmore 
talked briefly with Warden Samuel Smith 
but Schiller could not hear what was said. 
A prison employe passed out cotton to 
witnesses to block their ears from the report 
of the rifles. 
Gilmore did not move in the chair. He 
stayed rigid. He spoke to his uncle privately 
and to Moody, then Schiller and Stanger, 
who hugged him around the neck. 
The warden then read a legal order. 
Gilmore looked directly at the warden 
without quivering 
"Gary looked up for an extended period of 
time and said, ‘Let’s do it,”’ Schiller said.

'There were some emotional exchanges. 
A priest, a doctor and several other prison 
employes placed a hood over Gilmore's 
head. He was wearing tennis shoes. 
“He did not move when the hood was 
placed over him,” Schiller said. “We could 
not hear anything that was being said. 
“All the prison personnel moved away. 
Father Thomas Mearsman gave some rites 
to Gilmore before the hood was placed over 
his head. 
“A 
circular 
target 
was 
placed 
on 
Gilmore's t-shirt I think I saw the warden 
give the signal out of the corner of my eye. I 
heard three noises in quick rapid succession 
— bang, bang, bang. Gary’s body moved. 
His head turned slightly to the le ft... Then 
slowly red blood emerged from under the 
black t-shirt onto the white slacks ” 


Schiller, a promotor who has rights to 
Gilmore’s life story, added, “The body still 
had movement for approximately 15 to 20 
seconds.” 
He said that as he left the execution site, 
the stretcher to remove Gilmore’s body was 
coming forward “and no one looked back 
“Gilmore seemed aware of everything 
that was going on,’,' Schiller said. 


A screen was aproximately 30 feet in front 
of Gilmore 
Behind 
it were the five 
riflemen, one of whom traditionally has a 
rifle loaded with blanks so none is certain 
that he fires a fatal bullet. 
“He did not put up any kind of a fuss or 
argument to my knowledge," Schiller said 
of Gilmore. He said Gilmore did not try to 
reject the black hood, though he had asked 
earlier no2 to have a hood. 
He said he thought Gilmore was “very 
satisfied" that he was allowed to be "for an 
extended period of time in that room 
without having the hood over his eyes ”. 
Shortly after the appeals court ruling in 
Denver, American Civil Liberties Union 
lawyers in Washington again asked the 
Supreme Court to delay the execution. 
Justices Byron White and Thurgood Mar­ 
shall promptly turned them down, in suc­ 
cession. The full court then turned down the 
ACLU request 
In overturning the order of Judge Willis 
W. Ritter that the execution be stayed, the 
circuit court accepted arguments from the 
Utah attorney general's office that the 
death penalty had not been held un-

Ford sends final budget to Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford 
handed Congress today a lame duck federal 
budget of $440 billion for 1978 that calls for a 
substantial increase in defense spending 
and permanent tax cuts totaling $47 5 billion 
over the next six years 
Ford, who has only three days remaining 
of his presidency, said his budget would 
“help us to fulfill the promise of America ’’ 
But 
Presidentelect 
Carter's 
advisers 
already were at work on changes to fulfill 
the Democrat’s own promises to the voters 
Ford's tax cut plans likely will receive 
little attention from both Congress and from 
Carter, who has his own tax-reduction plans 
and who wants to use any increased tax 
receipts to pay for new programs, such as 
health insurance, rather than turn that 
revenue back to taxpayers 
Carter plans to submit proposed changes 
to 
the 
Ford 
budget 
to 
Congress 
in 
mid+February, after which the Dema 
cratic controlled Congress will hammer out 
a final budget for the year beginning Oct. 1 
undoubtedly more to Carter’s liking than to 
Ford’s 
Ford’s budget provides for a 7 per cent 
increase in spending over the estimated 
1977 budget expenditures of $411 billion 
Since receipts are estimated at $393 billion, 
there would be a 1978 deficit of $47 billion, 


down from $57 billion this year 
Carter, however, already has said the 
1977 budget deficit will have to be increased 
to between $70 billion to $75 billion if 
Congress approves his $3(k bill ion tax cut- 
jobs program to stimulate the economy 
Ford gave up on his campaign pledge to 
aim toward a balanced budget in 1979 Even 
if all his recommendations were accepted 
for this year and next, there would still be a 
deficit of $11 6 billion in 1979, he said 


He said this was the fault of Congress for 
not 
approving 
his 
previous 
recom 
mendalions for spending restraint 
But despite the reasons he gave, it 
brought a sigh of relief from Carter’s ad 
visers who had felt the psychological im­ 
pact of a Ford proposal for a balanced 
budget in 1979 could make it more difficult 
for Carter to get public acceptance of a 
bigger deficit this year. 
Ford again asked Congress to approve 
some of the same spending restraints it had 
rejected in the past, including $2 billion 
from Medicare, $1.2 billion from child 
nutrition programs and $800 million from 
food stamps 


Of the $12 4 billion in spending restraint 
Ford proposed, about $9 billion of it was 
termed as “silly, not serious stuff' by Bob

two," he said, predicting they would again 
be rejected 


Ford proposed a $12-billion increase in 
defense spending for 1978 to a total of $112 
billion with new 
outlays for the con 
troversial Bt bomber and development 
work on the sophisticated intercontmental 
MX m issile that eventually could cost $30 
billion 


The budget “assumes’’ 244 Bl bombers 
will be produced, according to Ford budget 
aides Carter has taken a guarded position 
on wnether tbe plane should be produced 
and has not outlined a position on the MX 
missile 
The tax cut plan provides for a $7 2 billion 
reduction 
in 
income 
taxes 
this 
year, 
followed by additional reductions of $14.7 
billion in 1978, $7 3 billion in I960, $19 6 
billion in 1981 and $30 6 billion in 1982 
These reductions would be partially offset 
by increases in Social Security taxes, so the 
net reduction would be $47 5 billion The 
program includes tax cuts for business, as 
well as individuals 
James T. Lynn, Ford's budget director, 


said the purpose ol the cuts would be to 
maintain the share of income that Amer­ 
icans pay in taxes roughly the same as it is 
now Without the reductions, he said the tax 
payments of the average family would 
increase 39 per cent by 1982 


But the plan also appeared designed to 
build public pressures to keep Carter from 
ever having the $6^billion budget surplus 
the president-elect says he hopes to have by 
1981 to help pay for new and expanded 
governments programs He has pledged to 
ha ve a ha lanced budget by then 
Under Ford's proposals for 1977, a family 
of four with an income of $10.UU0 a year 
would receive a reduction of $166 in income 
taxes, which would be partially offset by a 
$30 hike in Social Security taxes for a net 
gainof$!36 
Carter, who has not advocated increasing 
Social Security taxes, has said a family of 
four with $10,000 income could expect a 
rebate check for 1976 taxes of between $100 
to $200, plus as much as $100 more in future 
tax years from his own permanent tax cut 
proposal. 
Although there appeared to be virtually 
no chance the Ford tax plan would be 
enacted. Ford's advisers were sensitive to 
suggestions the budget might not be taken 


seriously 
Bert trance, the incoming Carter budget 
director, did not dispute that the final 
budget will largely be "a Ford budget” 
simply because Carter doesn't have time to 
prepare a completely new budget 
The budget calls lor an increase of about 
$2 billion in outlays for energy projects n 
1978 to a total of $6 1 billion Outlays for 
energy research and development would 
increase about $700 million to a total of $3 4 
billion 
Ford requested authority to begin a 10- 
year. $45-billion program of sewage plant 
construction, beginning in 1978, although 
only about $190 million actually would be 
spent next year 
He also proposes increasing pay for 
members of Congress, federal judges, 
Cabinet officers and the vice president 
Congressional salaries would rise 28 per 
cent to $57,500 from $44. 600 now 
The vice president’s salary would rise to 
$75,ooo. from $65.-600 currently. The in­ 
creases will automatically take effect in 30 
days unless Congress acts to block them. 
Among spending reductions would be a 
phasing out of the domestic peace corps, 
known as VISTA, which originated in the 
administration of President Lyndon B 
Johnson.

That’s quite a bill, isn’t it? Better take another look 
because this bill’s no joke. You see. a study by the 
National Taxpayers Union (based on official Treasury 
Department figures), reveals that U.S. taxpayers are 
now on the hook for at least $6.5 trillion.

Item: $200 millions annually to perform useless 
research and shower favored professors with grants. 
Item: $85,000 per minute to pay interest on the 
“national debt.” 
Item: $250 billions for foreign aid, including money for 
the U.S. to finance both sides in 14 wars during the last 20 
years. 
Irresponsible politicians, almost totally under the 
sway of special interests, are threatening to spend you 
into bankruptcy. And the process is well under way. By 
diverting billions into useless purposes and debauching 
the currency through inflation, politicians have already 
reduced your standard of living. If you’re like the 
average American, you’re becoming poorer every day. 
Your real income is declining. And an important part of 
your bank account, your life insurance, your stocks and 
other financial assets has been lost.

1973, 
1975 and one month in May 1976 
Never before has a fairness 
doctrine complaint been based 
on such lengthy and detailed 
analysis 
of

broadcaster's 
programming Usually fairness 
doctrine complaints arise from 
observations of programming 
over a few days or a few weeks 
There has never been anything 
like the ASCEF study. 
The 
portion of the study 
covering 
1972-73 has been 
published in a book, “TV and 
National D efense" by Dr 
E rnest 
W. 
LeFever, 
who 
supervised that part of the 
study. The analysis showed that 
in 
the 
period 
studied 
CBS 
Evening News had regularly 
shortchanged the views of those 
who favored a stronger defense 
posture and “hawkish” policies 
in Vietnam Dr LeFever, who 
was a senior fellow in foreign 
policy 
studies at 
Brookings 
Institution, found that CBS News 
had given almost no attention to 
the question of the military 
balance between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union The view that 
the U.S. should try to maintain 
military superiority over the 
Russians was almost totally 
ignored However, a poll taken 
in 
1975 
showed 
that 
the 
American people were strongly 
in favor of military superiority 
for the United States 
That view is obviously not 
very popular at CBS News At 
the 1976 Republican National 
Convention

commentators, Eric Sevareid

News has a policy of ignoruig 
the hawks 
When a reporter

The ASCEF carefully checked 
CHS News reporting in all of 1975 
and in May 1976 to see if there

RURAL AMERICA? 
From The Des 
Moines Register 
For years rural Americans 
have streamed into urban areas 
in search of greater opportunity. 
But in the 1970s the direction of 
the migration has been rever­ 
sed. 
Between 1970 and 1975, for 
every 100 people who moved into 
a metropolitan area, 131 people 
moved out. As a result, many 
large 
m etropolitan 
areas 
stopped growing while 75 per 
cent 
of 
nonmetropolitan 
counties registered population 
gains. 
The extent of the return to 
rural America is impressive. 
During 
the 
1960s, 
non­ 
metropolitan counties suffered a 
net loss of about 300,000 people a 
year due to migration. But in the 
'70s they have been enjoying a 
net 
gain 
of about 380,000 
migrants a year. 
These are some of the findings 
cited by Dr. Peter Morrison and 
Judith Wheeler in their new 
study, “ Rural Renaissance in 
America?”, published by the 
Population Reference Bureau, 
Inc. 
Morrison and Wheeler believe 
that the change in migratory 
patterns is partly explained by 
new sources of employment in 
rural areas, such as providing 
services to the retired and 
recreational 
services 
to 
vacationers. The reversal un­ 
doubtedly 
also 
reflects 
a 
disenchantment with big-city 
life and the problems that go 
with it 
It is too early to tell whether 
the flow of people to rural areas 
will be a long-term trend But 
the decisions of thousands of 
urban Americans to return to

The altest report from WHO 
headquarters in Geneva is that

breaks. If none occurs within 
two years, the disease will be 
officially pronounced dead. 
It would be hard to exaggerate 
the

of

achievement, the result of a 
global campaign orchestrated 
by the UN agency For smallpox 
has long stood high among the 
great scourges of mankind It 
once 
wrought 
havoc among 
whole 
populations, 
killing 
millions 
and 
leaving others 
horribly pockmarked or even 
blind 
As recently as nine years ago, 
when WHO’s climactic drive 


began, there were an estimated 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 smallpox 
cases in the world, and 2,000,000 
persons 
succumbed 
to 
this 
terrible affliction. Now we are 
down to seven known cases. 
Soon there may be none at all, 
anywhere in the world. 
It is a triumph of modern 
medicine. More than that, it is a 
triumph of devoted effort and 
the shrewd m arshaling of 
medical resources. The WHO’s 
eradication of one of the worst of 
all human plagues is a thing to

It has cost an 
estimated $25 million since the 
wis It has even reached into the 
Vatican, the White House and 
foreign chancelleries 
I’ve been told by the highest 
sources in all camps that a

Utah firing squad executes Gilmore 


POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, Utah (AP) ' 
— Gary Mark Gilmore, the killer who 
demanded death and twice attempted sui­ 
cide in prison, was executed by a Utah 
firing squad toiday minutes after a federal 
appeals court lifted a stay granted during 
the night. 
The 36-year-old Gilmore was the first 
person to be executed in the United States in 
nearly 10 years. His lengthy fight to be 
executed drew worldwide attention. 
Gilmore, sentenced for the shooting death 
of a Provo, Utah, motel clerk, was dressed 


in white and wearing an overcoat as he was 
taken from Utah State prison in a van to the 
execution site. 
A spokesman for the prison dictated a 
short message to newsmen moments after 
the appeals court ruled at 7:35 a.m. MST. 
He said: “The order of the 4th District Cost 
has been carried out ” 
“Gary Mark Gilmore is dead,” the 
spokesman said. 
Robert L. Moody, one of Gilmore’s two 
attorneys, said Gilmore was seated in a 
chair when he met death, denied his request 


to stand and face his executioners. The 
execution took place at 8:06 a.m. MST. 
Vern DAmico, Gilmore’s uncle, said: “I 
would like to say at this time, Gary, my 
nephew, died like he wanted to die, in 
dignity. He got his wish to die. He died in 
dignity.

A priest, a doctor and several other prison 
employes placed a hood over Gilmore's 
head. He was wearing tennis shoes. 
“He did not move when the hood was 
placed over him,” Schiller said. “We could 
not hear anything that was being said.

Father Thomas Mearsman gave some rites 
to Gilmore before the hood was placed over 
his head. 
"A circular target was placed on 
Gilmore’s t-shirt. I think I saw the warden 
give the signal out of the corner of my eye. I 
heard three noises in quick rapid succession 
— bang, bang, bang. Gary’s body moved. 
His head turned slightly to the left... Then 
slowly red blood emerged from under the 
black t-shirt onto the white slacks. ’ ’ 
Schiller, a promotor who has rights to 
Gilmore’s life story, added, “The body still 
had movement for approximately 15 to 20 
seconds.” 
He said that as he left the execution site, 
the stretcher to remove Gilmore’s body was 
coming forward “and no one looked back. 
“Gilmore seemed aware of everything 
that was going on,’,’ Schiller said. 


A screen was apraximately 30 feet in front 
of Gilmore. Behind it were the five 
riflemen, one of whom traditionally has a 
rifle loaded with blanks so none is certain 
that he fires a fatal bullet. 
“He did not put up any kind of a fuss or 
argument to my knowledge,” Schiller said 
of Gilmore. He said Gilmore did not try to 
reject the black hood, though he had asked 
earlier no2 to have a hood. 
He said he thought Gilmore was “very 
satisfied” that he was allowed to be “for an 
extended period of time in that room 
without having the hood over his eyes.”. 
Shortly after the appeals court ruling in 
Denver, American Civil Liberties Union 
lawyers in Washington again asked the 
Supreme Court to delay the execution. 
Justices Byron White and Thurgood Mar­ 
shall promptly turned them down, in suc­ 
cession. The full court then turned down the 
ACLU request. 
In overturning the order of Judge Willis 
W. Ritter that the execution be stayed, the 
circuit court accepted arguments from the 
Utah attorney general’s office that the 
death penalty had not been held un-

Ford sends final budget to Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford 
handed Congress today a lame-duck federal 
budget of $440 billion for 1978 that calls for a 
substantial increase in defense spending 
and permanent tax cuts totaling $47.5 billion 
over the next six years. 
Ford, who has only three days remaining 
of his presidency, said his budget would 
“help us to fulfill the promise of America.” 
But 
President-elect 
Carter’s 
advisers 
already were at work on changes to fulfill 
the Democrat’s own promises to the voters. 
Ford’s tax cut plans likely will receive 
little attention from both Congress and from 
Carter, who has his own tax-reduction plans 
and who wants to use any increased tax 
receipts to pay for new programs, such as 
health insurance, rath«* than turn that 
revenue back to taxpayers. 
Carter plans to submit proposed changes 
to the Ford budget to Congress in 
mid+February, after which the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress will hammer out 
a final budget for the year beginning Oct. 1 
undoubtedly more to Carter’s liking than to 
Ford’s. 
Ford’s budget provides for a 7 per cent 
increase in spending over the estimated 
1977 budget expenditures of $411 billion. 
Since receipts are estimated at $393 billion, 
there would be a 1978 deficit of $47 billion, 


down from $57 billion this year. 
Carter, however, already has said the 
1977 budget deficit will have to be increased 
to between $70 billion to $75 billion if 
Congress approves his $30-billion tax cut- 
jobs program to stimulate the economy. 
Ford gave up on his campaign pledge to 
aim toward a balanced budget in 1979. Even 
if all his recommendations were accepted 
for this year and next, there would still be a 
deficit of $11.6 billion in 1979, he said. 
He said this was the fault of Congress for 
not approving his previous recom­ 
mendations for spending restraint. 
But despite the reasons he gave, it 
brought a sigh of relief from Carter’s ad­ 
visers who had felt the psychological im­ 
pact of a Ford proposal for a balanced 
budget in 1979 could make it more difficult 
for Carter to get public acceptance of a 
bigger deficit this year. 
Ford again asked Congress to approve 
some of the same spending restraints it had 
rejected in the past, including $2 billion 
from Medicare, $1.2 billion from child 
nutrition programs and $800 million from 
food stamps. 


Of the $12.4 billion in spending restraint 
Ford proposed, about $9 billion of it was 
termed as “silly, not serious stuff” by Bob 
3 


Hartman, a budget adviser to Carter. 
“They 
are 
old-hat reductions 
that 
Congress did not act on in the last year or 
two,” he said, predicting they would again 
be rejected. 


Ford proposed a $12-billion increase in 
defense spending for 1978 to a total of $112 
billion with new outlays for the con­ 
troversial Bl bomber and development 
work on the sophisticated intercontinental 
MX missile that eventually could cost $30 
billion. 


The budget “assumes” 244 Bl bombers 
will be produced, according to Ford budget 
aides. Carter has taken a guarded position 
on whether the plane should be produced 
and has not outlined a position on the MX 
missile. 
The tax-cut plan provides for a $7.2-billion 
reduction in income taxes this year, 
followed by additional reductions of $14.7 
billion in 1978, $7.3 billion in 1980, $19.6 
billion in 1981 and $30.6 billion in 1982. 
These reductions would be partially offset 
by increases in Social Security taxes, so the 
net reduction would be $47.5 billion. The 
program includes tax cuts for business, as 
well as individuals. 
James T. Lynn, Ford’s budget director, 


said the purpose of the cuts would be to 
maintain the share of income that Amer­ 
icans pay in taxes roughly the same as it is 
now. Without the reductions, he said the tax 
payments of the average family would 
increase 39 per cent by 1982. 


But the plan also appeared designed to 
build public pressures to keep Carter from 
ever having the $60-billion budget surplus 
the president-elect says he hopes to have by 
1981 to help pay for new and expanded 
governments programs. He has pledged to 
have a balanced budget by then. 
Under Ford’s proposals for 1977, a family 
of four with an income of $10,000 a year 
would receive a reduction of $166 in income 
taxes, which would be partially offset by a 
$30-hike in Social Security taxes for a net 
gain of $136. 
Carter, who has not advocated increasing 
Social Security taxes, has said a family of 
four with $10,000 income could expect a 
rebate check for 1976 taxes of between $100 
to $200, plus as much as $100 more in future 
tax years from his own permanent tax cut 
proposal. 
Although there appeared to be virtually 
no chance the Ford tax plan would be 
enacted, Ford’s advisers were sensitive to 
suggestions the budget might not be taken 
> 


seriously. 
Bert Lance, the incoming Carter budg< 
director, did not dispute that the finj 
budget will largely be “a Ford budget 
simply because Carter doesn’t have time I 
prepare a completely new budget. 
The budget calls for an increase of abot 
$2 billion in outlays for energy projects 
1978 to a total of $6.1 billion. Outlays f( 
energy research and development woul 
increase about $700 million to a total of $3 
billion. 
Ford requested authority to begin a 1( 
year, $45-billion program of sewage plai 
construction, beginning in 1978, althoug 
only about $190 million actually would t 
spent next year.

(ASCEF), 
headed 
by

Fisher, has just handed the 
F e d e ra l 
C om m unications 
Commission the biggest hot 
potato in Washington. It has 
charged CBS with massive and 
consistent 
violations of 
the 
FCC’s fairness doctrine because 
of the failure of the network to 
air important points of view on 
national security issues. 
This 
com plaint 
is 
un­ 
precedented. 
The 
ASCEF, 
formerly known as the Institute 
for American Strategy, made a 
thorough study of the way CBS 
treated national security issues 
during a 37-month period. The 
study covered all of 1972, 1973, 
1975 and one month in May 1976. 
Never before has a fairness 
doctrine complaint been based 
on such lengthy and detailed 
analysis 
of a 
broadcaster's 
programming. Usually fairness 
doctrine complaints arise from 
observations of programming 
over a few days or a few weeks. 
There has never been anything 
like the ASCEF study. 
The 
portion of the study 
covering 
1972-73 has been 
published in a book, “TV and 
National D efense" by Dr. 
Ernest 
W. 
LeFever, 
who 
supervised that part of the 
study. The analysis showed that 
in the 
period 
studied CBS 
Evening News had regularly 
shortchanged the views of those 
who favored a stronger defense 
posture and “hawkish“ policies 
in Vietnam. Dr. LeFever, who 
was a senior fellow in foreign 
policy 
studies at 
Brookings 
Institution, found that CBS News 
had given almost no attention to 
the question of the military 
balance between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union. The view that 
the U.S. should try to maintain 
military superiority over the 
Russians was almost totally 
ignored. However, a poll taken 
in 
1975 
showed 
that 
the 
American people were strongly 
in favor of military superiority 
for the United States. 
That view is obviously not 
very popular at CBS News. At 
the 1976 Republican National 
Convention 
two 
CBS 
News 
commentators, Eric Sevareid 
and 
Bill 
Moyers, 
told 
the 
viewers

dangerous doctrine.

LeFever found that a similar 
pattern prevailed when CBS was 
reporting the views of others. 
CBS denies that such biai 
exists, but Walter Cronkite, the

the hawks. When a reporter 
asked 
Cronkite about 
the 
LeFever study, he said: “There 
are 
alw ays 
groups 
in 
Washington expressing views of 
alarm over the sta*o of our 
defenses. We don’t carry these 
stories. The story is that there 
are those who want to cut 
defense spending.” 
The ASCEF carefully checked 
CBS News reporting in all of 1975 
and in May 1976 to see if there 
had been any change in the 
reporting 
on defense issues 
since 1972-73. They could find no 
significant change. However, 
CBS has reject^) the findings 


and has refused to m ake 
changes in its programming to 
satisfy the demands of the 
ASCEF. 
The 
Foundation 
therefore decided to ask the FCC 
to correct the situation. It asks 
that CBS News be required to 
provide 
fair 
and 
balanced 
coverage of diverse views on 
national security issues. 
This will be a difficult case for 
the FCC, an agency that has 
never been noted for courage in 
taking on the powerful net­ 
works.

RURAL AMERICA? 
From The Des 
Moines Register 
For years rural Americans 
have streamed into urban areas 
in search of greater opportunity. 
But in the 1970s the direction of 
the migration has been rever­ 
sed. 
Between 1970 and 1975, for 
every 100 people who moved into 
a metropolitan area, 131 people 
moved out. As a result, many 
large 
m etropolitan 
areas 
stopped growing while 75 per 
cent 
of 
nonm etropolitan 
counties registered population 
gains. 
The extent of the return to 
rural America is impressive. 
During 
the 
1960s, 
non­ 
metropolitan counties suffered a 
net loss of about 300,000 people a 
year due to migration. But in the 
70s they have been enjoying a 
net gain 
of about 380,000 
migrants a year. 
These are some of the findings 
cited by Dr. Peter Morrison and 
Judith Wheeler in their new 
study, “Rural Renaissance in 
America?”, published by the 
Population Reference Bureau, 
Inc. 
Morrison and Wheeler believe 
that the change in migratory 
patterns is partly explained by 
new sources of employment in 
rural areas, such as providing 
services to the retired and 
recreational 
services 
to 
vacationers. The reversal un­

reflects 
a 
disenchantment with big-city 
life and the problems that go 
with it. 
It is too early to tell whether 
the flow of people to rural areas 
will be a long-term trend. But 
the decisions of thousands of 
urban Americans to return to 
rural areas have repudiated the 
once-popular notion that life in 
rural America has little to offer.

One morning, barely awake 
and exhausted from the heat, I 
watched a cleaning woman out 
in the hall. When she moved into 
my room, I saw that she was 
slight, probably about 90 lbs., 
and in her late 60’s. After a few 
cheerful questions, she suddenly 
exclaimed, “ You don’t have any 
air here. Why don't they move 
you into that space nearer the 
window?” I told her I had been 
trying unsuccessfully to ac­ 
complish that. Without another 
word she swung the foot of my 
bed around and pushed 
it 
against the opposite wall. I was 
so grateful that I cried. 
Things seemed to get better 
after that. I was moved to a 
rehabilitation hospital, and was 
released in time to have my 
baby. I will always be thankful 
for all God’s help, the many 
prayers of my family and 
friends, and the kindness of that 
tiny woman.

WASHINGTON - Soon the 
Western valleys, vineyards and 
grapes may be free of the wrath 
of clashing forces of Teamsters, 
of Cesar Chavez’s United Farm 
Workers, of whipsawed growers 
and citrus ranchers, of in­ 
dignant clergy of many faiths, 
and of harassed leaders of the 
free world. 
The bitter war between the 
truckdrivers' brotherhood and 
the slim, open-collared Chavez 
has been one of the longest in 
labor history. It has cost an 
estimated $25 million since the 
bos. It has even reached into the 
Vatican, the White House and 
foreign chancelleries. 
I’ve been told by the highest 
sources in all camp6 that a 
peace pact will be signed bet­ 
ween the Teamsters and the 
United Farm Workers "within 
the next 10or 20days.” 
Thus an era ends. Thus, too, 
comes the signal for a new 
beginning of a drive for the 
national 
unionization 
of 
America's field workers, the 
counterpart of Latin America's 
and Euope’s peasants - in the 
meaningful sense of the word. 
Since last May there have 
been peace talks. Some secret. 
Some breaking into the open. 
Some bitter. But in California 
the other day I was informed 
that

Chavez

Teamsters’ general president, 
Frank (Fitz) Fitzsimmons are 
ready to sign. It all checks out 
here, back home. 
Even in these final days of the 
struggle for control of the let­ 
tuce, vegetable and grape fields, 
it still isn’t smooth going.

But all sides are weary of the 
lettuce, grape and wine war. 
Says one high Teamster official,

As for the 49-year-old Cesar 
Chavez, he envisions greener 
fields for his 20,000-member 
union to conquer. He seeks one

farm

organization. 
This Chica no leader knows he 
has the support of some of 
Jimmy Carter’s inner circle. 
Especially 
in

business 
community - among executives 
who want peace to grow their 
oranges and other citrus in 
Florida. 
T he 
I n te r n a tio n a l 
Brotherhood 
of T eam sters 
wisely wants to clear itself of the 
running battles with the slender, 
5-foot-6, almost ecclesiastical 
symbol of the Chícanos. No 
longer do the Teamsters want to 
battle the clergy. They want to 
“organize 
the 
unorganized” 
through their “Western Con­ 
ference” led by its chief Andy 
Anderson. 
There are new territories over 
which the Teamsters want to 
roll. Hiere are new w aters, new 
plants 
in 
the 
Southwestern 
sunbelt and the Northwestern 
“window” area looking towards 
A la * . and its pipeline. 


So, 
there you 
have the 
motivations. 
Cesar Chavez's United Farm 
Workers already have bases in 
the East - an operative com­ 
mittee and organizers in Florida 
and 
the 6,000-member 
Con­ 
necticut-based 
Puerto Rican- 
filled 
Associacion 
de 
T r a b a ja d o r e s A g ric o la s 
(agricultural 
workers). 
He 
merged with the Hartford union 
last June. It also has unites in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York, 
M assachusetts 
and 
Delaware. 
In California, Chavez, despite 
vast waves of publicity and 
liberal support, never did hit full 
organizing stride. The Team­ 
sters stonewalled him. 
When 
the

SEATTLE (AP) — After a 
week of leisurely practice and 
socializing in balmy San Diego, 
it’s all business tonight when 
the National Football League’s 
top stars from the National and 
American conferences meet in 
the Kingdome in the annual 
Battle of Pride, the Pro Bowl 
game.

He coached the NFC squad to 
victory last year, 23-20, and in 
the 1975 game, 17-10.
